.The turnip flea beetle (also called 
turnip fly) frequently injures the seed 
leaves of turnips and radishes in June. 
It is an active, shiny black beetle a 
tenth of an inch long, each wing cover 
having a wavy yellow stripe. The 
larva is a slender white grub an eighth 
of an inch long feeding on the roots of 
cruciferous plants. Dust the plants 
with a mixture consisting of 6 parts 
hydrated or air-slaked lime, 4 parts of 
either copper carbonate or copper sul- 
phate (bluestone) and 1 part Paris 


green. Copper has been found an ef- 
fective repellent of this insect.

| recognized by the Federal Department 
of Agriculture, and grades of hog car 
casses, as authorized under the Hog 
Grading Regulations under the Live 
Stock and Live Stock Products Act, 
have now been established by Dr. H 
Rarton, Deputy Minister of Agricul 
ture for the Dominien. These provide
